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SUMMARY: EDA MISSION MEMBERS ARE HIGHLY ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT 
AND APPRECIATIVE OP THEIR VISIT TO THE US. MISSION 
REPORT, RECOMMENDING EXPANDED PROGRAM OP EXCHANGES WITH US, 
HAS RECEIVED UNANIMOUS APPROVAL OP JSP DIET MEMBERS CAUCUS. 
WE BELIEVE MISSION HAS OPENED POSSIBILITIES POR EXPANDED 
DIALOGUE WITH PARTY. END SUMMARY. 

1. IN CONVERSATION WITH DCM AND OTHER EMBOPPS OCTOBER 22 
JSP MISSION LEADER SABURA EDA CHARACTERIZED MISSION'S VISIT 
TO THE US AS "EPOCHAL." HE EXPRESSED WARM APPRECIATION POR 
RECEPTION IN WASHINGTON AND NEW YORK AND REPEATED HIS 
HOPE THAT MISSION HAD ONLY BEEN THE PIRST OP MANY TO COME. 

EDA SAID THAT MISSION REPORT TO JSP DIET MEMBERSHIP HAD 
BEEN UNANIMOUSLY AND ENTHUSIASTICALLY APPROVED. 

HE EXPECTS THAT REPORT, CONTAINING THE MISSION'S 
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RECOMMENDATION FOR EXPANDED CONTACTS WITH THE US, WILL ALSO 
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BE APPROVED BY JSP'S CENTRAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, AS WELL. 

HE WAS SURPRISED AND GRATEEUL EOR THE SECRETARY'S LETTER TO 
THE DELEGATION AND PRESENTED A LETTER OE APPRECIATION EOR 
THE SECRETARY, IN A JOCULAR TONE, EDA, A LIEE-LONG SCOTCH 
DRINKER, ALLOWED THAT HE HAD BECOME ADDICTED TO JACK 
DANIELS DURING HIS STAY. 

2. MISSION WAS IMPRESSED WITH SECRETARY SCHLESINGER'S 
ERANKNESS AND CLARITY IN EXPLAINING US THINKING AND 
POLICIES. EDA SAID THAT, WHILE USG OEFICIALS 

AND JSP WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO AGREE ON EVERY QUESTION, IT WAS 
VERY IMPORTANT THAT EACH SIDE'S VIEWS BE THOROUGHLY UNDER- 
STOOD. HE ADDED THAT THE MISSION HAD MADE MUCH PROGRESS 
TO THAT END. 

3. MISSION MEMBER KOBAYASHI (WHO REPRESENTS MARXIST, 

LEFT-WING OF JSP) COMMENTED THAT KIM IL-SUNG, IN A MEETING 
WITH PARTY VICE-CHAIRMAN AKAMATSU IN PYONGYANG LAST 
MONTH, HAD COMMENTED FAVORABLY ON JSP'S NEW APPROACH TO US. 
HE ADDED THAT SOVIET MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE NIKOLAY 
SEMENOVICH PATOLICHEV, WHEN ATTENDING USSR NATIONAL DAY AT 
OKINAWA EXPO HAD MADE SIMILAR REMARK TO JSP DIETMEN. 

4. COMMENT: WE WERE IMPRESSED WITH ENTHUSIASM AND 
EEELING OE GOODWILL WITH WHICH JSP MISSION MEMBERS 
REACTED TO THEIR US VISIT. NEVERTHELESS, EDA AND HIS 
SYMPATHIZERS IN THE JSP (INCLUDING SECGEN ISHIBASHI WHO 
ATTENDED LAST NIGHT'S MEETING) HAVE GONE TO GREAT LENGTHS 
TO POINT OUT THAT MISSION WILL NOT LEAD TO CHANGE IN JSP 
DOCTRINE. INSTEAD, THEY NOTE THAT BIG CHANGE IN USG-JSP 
RELATIONSHIP RESULTS EROM "WILLINGNESS OE US TO TALK TO JSP" 
RATHER THAN OTHER WAY AROUND. THEY HAVE ALSO WIDELY 
PUBLICIZED WITHIN JSP SEAL OE APPROVAL WHICH SOVIETS 

AND NORTH KOREANS HAVE APPARENTLY PLACED ON MISSION. 

THIS SHOULD HELP EDA IN DEALING WITH JSP LEFT-WING WHICH 
CONTINUES TO HAVE RESERVATIONS ABOUT EXPANDED CONTACTS WITH 
THE US. WITHIN THIS ERAMEWORK JSP MODERATES (WHO 
CONSTITUTE BULK OE JSP DIET MEMBERS BUT WHO, REGRETTABLY, 

ARE ALWAYS IN A MINORITY AT ANNUAL JSP CONVENTIONS WHICH SET 
THE PARTY LINE) SHOULD NOW BE ABLE TO DO WHAT THEY COULD 
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NOT DO EOR 18 YEARS - PARTICIPATE IN EXCHANGE PROGRAMS WITH 
US CONGRESSMEN, ACCEPT US INTERNATIONAL VISITOR GRANTS AND 
OTHERWISE "NORMALIZE" CONTACTS WITH THE AMERICAN 
ESTABLISHMENT. IT IS ONLY A MODEST BEGINNING BUT IT 
DOES MARK OEEICIAL RECOGNITION BY THE JSP OP THE PUNDAMENTAL 
IMPORTANCE TO JAPAN OP RELATIONSHIP WITH US.
